SUPPOSED SUICIDE 



Miss Prudle Ford a School Girl 
In Hartford College 
, Disappears. 



Decided Wednesday in Holbrook’s 
Favor— Kincheloe vs. Smith 
Reversed. 



The long drawn out case of W. P. 
Drake and brothers against Rowan 
Holbrook was decided by the Court 
of Appeals Wednesday in favor of 
Mr. Holbrook. The suit was hied in 
the Ohio Circuit Court on the 12th 
day of May, 1900. The plaintiffs, 
Drake’s sought to recover of defend- 
ant Holbrook $6,000 damage for 
alleged fraudulent representations 
in the sale of twenty shares of stock 
in the Fields Coal Company, of Island, 
Kentucky. 

The case has been tried in Circuit 
Court here three times. Holbrook 
won each time, the Court of Appeals 
twice reversing it. The last trial 
was had in August 1904 and an ap- 
peal was prosecuted which resulted 
in an affirmance Wednesday. This 
ends the matter ffnally. 

At the same .sitting of the Court 
of Appeals Wednesday a decision 
was handed down reversing the case 
of T. R. Kincheloe against J.Z. Sviith. 
This suit was brought by Kincheloe 
to recover for the loss of a dwelling 
house which burned on a farm 
bought by him from Smith before 
Smith delivered possession to him. 



The second death in a railroad ac- 
cident within two days at Horse 
Branch occurred there Tuesday 
about 4 o’clock in the morning, Colley 
Butler, an engineer being .struck on 
the head by a signal arm and kill- 
ed. Colley had his head out the cab 
window looking ahead on the track 
and the arm droppetl and struck 
him, crushing his skull. He fell back 
in the cab with a groan and the fire- 
man at first thought that some one 
had thrown a stone which had struck 
him. Tne blood gu.shed from 
the wounded man's mouth, nose and 
ears, and the fireman at once stop- 
IhhI the train and .secured help. Col- 
ley was carried to a house near by 
and a physician wa.s summoned, but 
he w.os in a (lying condition when 
the doctor arrived, living but a few 
minutes. 

Investigation showed that the sig- 
nal post had caused the accident. 
It had always tieen regarded by the 
railroad men as dangerous on account 
nf its l>eing so close to the track, and 
they are generally on the lookout 
for it. 

I.ATKR RKI*ORT. 

In some mysteriou.s manner, Hir- 
am C. Butler, Illinois Central engin- 
eer, was almost instantly killed near 
Horse Branch while on his engine 
pulling a freight train into Louis- 
vile. He was struck in the fore- 
head by some hard substance, but 
what the sul>stanre was, is a complete 
mystery, even the fireman who was 
on the engime with him having no 
idea what caused Butler's death. 
He was leaning out of the cab win- 
dow and suddenly sank back uncon- 
scious with a wound in his forehead. 
A report was sent out that Butler 
was killed by his head coming in con- 
tact with a signal arm but there is 
none. near the scene of the accident. 
.Another report was that Butler was 
killed by a rear-end collision, but 
there was no collision.

Garth Tompkins was a native of 
Hopkins county, and had all his life, 
been a terror to those of his race in 
this county. 

His first serious trouble was about 
six years ago, when he shot and 
woundeil a negro boy and was given 
a short term in the penitentiary. He 
strved his term and came back to 
Madisonville, and found that his 
wife had not been true to him and 
was married to and living with Jas. 
Brame. He immediately filled up 
on whiskey and armeil himself and 
went to the home of Brame and shot 
him, and wassimn landcsl in jail to 
await trial. 

'The murder was committeil on the 
evening of December 24, 1902, and 
he was given a trial in the Septem- 
ber term of Hopkins county circuit 
court, 1903. and was sentencwl to 
death. His attorneys asked for a 
new trial in the September term of 
court. 1904. and the sentence was 
repeated. His attorneys then took 
an appeal, and the court of appeals 
affirmed the decision of the lower 
court. 

A number of petitions and letters 
were sent to commute it to a life 
sentence to the i>enitentiary. 

Tompkins made a profession of re- 
ligion and was baptized into the Bap- 
tist church soon after he learned that 
he must die. He declared to »he 
last that he was prepareil to meet 
his God. While the contractors 
were working on the scaffold of exe- 
cution at the rear of the county jail, 
Tompkins was continuously singing 
religious hymns and paying. He 
said to the last he would rather die 
th»n be sent to the penitentiary for 
life. 

Tompkins’ motherstood by him to 
the last. She owneil proiierty here 
and spent all of it in the effort to 
save her boy. His brother also dis- 
posed of a house and lot in the at- 
tempt to save his neck.

FIRE MARSHAL. 

Among other needless offices 
created by the Legislature is that of 
State Fire Marshal, which we under- 
stand was created at the suggestion 
of the fire insurance companies and 
his salary is to be paid by them. He 
is supposed to investigate all losses 
of doubtful character and may sum- 
mon witnesses and inaugurate a 
court of inquiry. 

This is a dangerous departure: 
It’s only purpose can be to throw 
stumbling blocks in the way of col- 
lecting fire losses, and to do so in 
the name and under the authority 
of the State. The policy holder who 
suffers a loss may have the payment 
held up pending an investigation by 
a State officer who is under the pay 
of the very insurance company who 
carries the policy. Besides, who 
doubts for one moment that the sal- 
ary, provided for a Fire Marshal, 
will at last be paid by the policy 
holder? Of course, the State Fire 
Marshal is to be made part and par- 
cel of the State machine, and will be 
filled by some good henchman at$2,- 
400 per year, appointed by the Insur- 
ance Comnii.ssioner.

Long after the Diiteli had takeu 
Holland and years siibse(|uent to 
the war in which they were sai<ito 
have utilized Edam cheeses tor 
.atnuon bulls, say, some time in the 
seventeenth century, two Vans 
left the old Anisterdaiii and came 
to "Nieu Amsterdam" on two 
Dutch ships- with their families, 
and settled for good and all in two 
udjoininghoiiscsin the old Itridge-

One of the nicest modern bed cov- 
ering is the Japane.se (piilt and as 
the original idea can be easily copied 
it deserves recognition. The draw- 
backs incident to the cheaper makes 
of eiderdown are well known. It is 
a case of fluff evrywhere and very 
eften comfortble though the good 
eiderdown quilt may be it is just a 
little heavy. 

Japanese quilts are made of sheet 
wadding covere<l with gotnl pongee 
s Ik. A convenient size is two yards 
long by one and a half wide. The 
silk should be of two colors in order 
to look effective, a pretty combina- 
tion being salmon pink and deep 
green. 

The wadding is placeil inside the 
silk which has previously been made 
into a sort of slip cover and now has 
the open end joined up. Sew 
right through thewadding with very 
neat running stitches to make a bol- 
der about two inches wide and then 
do a series of runnings acro.ss the 
quilt always through the wadding at 
intervals of about an inch. 

One corner can be beautified by 
an initial or spray of flowers. 

These quilts made at home are 
quite inexpensive and undeniably 
comfortable. They can lie honestly 
recommended to ih i.se wholike their 
beds to look nice in the daytime and 
to be warm at night.
